Fate of Europe and of Liberty Depends on 


Success Against Drive, Says Lloyd George 


Sec. McAdoo Calls for That Num- 


ber of Purchases—Would Mean 
Loan of Four or Five Billions 


WASHINGTON, 
April ft.-r-Secre- 


tary McAdoo, in a statement wired 
jfrom Raleigh, N. C?., and given out 
by the treasury 
here, today 
called 


on the country lo furnish 20,000,000 
subscribers, to .the new liberty loan. 
That number of purchasers, he said, 
^vould mean a loan of four or five 
billion dollars Instead of the three 
billions announced as the goal. 
Secretary McAdoo spoke at Raleigh. 


The statement aaid: 
"Let us not stop when we have 


reached our quota. 
Let us go for- 


ward and make tho quota three or 
four times as great, if it is possible 
to do it. and let us at the same time 
make the number of subscribers .to 
these bonds three times as great as 
It was before. 
There is no answer 
that will carry such discouragement 
to the enemies o( America and of 
civilization as that 20,000,000 Amer-

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Melting: Into 


bullion of not more Uuvn 250,000.000 sil- 
ver dollars now in the treasury for sale 
and export to pay trade balances ana 
repurchase of silver at $1 ^m ounce are 
proposed In an udmlni.straiion bill In- 
troduced todiiy by Senator Pittmun as 
»n emergency war measuu-, Silver eor- 
tltleates would bo withdrawn irom cir- 
culation as the dollars wure taken from 
the'titeflsury, and federal reserve bank 
notes of new SI and ?2 denominations 
substituted. 
If 
enacted, the measure virtually 


would fix a standard price for silver at 
fl an ounce, several cents above the 
present market, and stabilize the world 
market, since iho United States pro- 
duces almost half of the tot:ii. The bill 
also is intended to stimulate "silver pro- 
"duction and to have the treasury's re- 
serve stocks of that metal, instead of 
gold, used to settle this country's com- 
mercial trade balances in the orient and 
elsewhere. 


In anticipation of action by congress. 


Raymond T. Baker, director of the mint, 
has formulated an agreement with sil- 
ver producers and dealers to sell to the 
government at the $1 rate. The proba- 
ble result would be that the government 
would absorb the country's entire oui- 
put, about 74,000,000 ounces, last year. 
Officials: have' stated that they would 
make arrangements to supply silver to 
Jewelers and manufacturers requiring 
it. 
. 
, 
. 
• 
The bill-would permit the sccrq.tary.of 


the treasury to fix the selling price" of 
the government's silver, but it is as- 
sumed this would be not less than $l. 
India, China-and Japan need silver most 
for coinage, and quantities also might 
be exported to South American coun- 
tries and European 
neutrals .whose 
trade balances are against .the United 
States. India's requirements -would be 
negotiated through Great Britain. 


The treasury, now holds 491,000,000 


. silver dollars, containing about 376,000,- 


Ot-0 ounces of silver. In withdrawing 
silver certificates based on this coin, an 
eiYort probably would be made to take 
bills of denominations of $5 and more, 
leaving the $1 and 52 bills, which are 
now in great demand. To guard against 
contracting1 circulation, however, Sena- 
tor Pittman's bill would provide for is- 
suance 01' Federal Reserve bank notes, 
of which only $ll,G7d,OQO are in circula- 
tion, in smaller denominations than the 
present $5, minimum. Federal Reserve 
bank notes would have a slightly dif- 
ferent basis, consisting of treasury cer- 
tificates of indebtedness or one- year 
gold notes. Arrangements would be 
made for the Federal Reserve board to 
force withdrawal of these when the sil- 
ver was replaced in the treasury, 
No 


more- could be issued at any time than 
the face value of silver taken from the 
treasury. 
Secretary McAdob wrote to Senator 


PHtman supporting the bill as a war 
measure, although he suggested 
that 


there might bo a wide difference of 
opinion on the best method of replacing 
silver certificates with other currency. 


"In this way," the secretary ex- 


plained, "the large mass of silver which 
is serving no useful active purpose now 
can be made available for a direct war 
purpose. There is no intention of mak- 
ing any permanent change in the status 
of the silver certificates." 


No silver dollars have been coined 


since 1904. For half dollars, quarters 
and dimes, the government this yea.r 
needs about 21,000.000 ounces of silver. 


Determination on the part of treasury 


officials to urge the fixing of a silver 
price resulted from the erratic fluctua- 
tions of the silver market- A confer- 
ence of western senators, silver produc- 
ers and treasury officials recently dis- 
cussed the subject at length with tho 
idea of $1 an ounce as a fair price. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—President 


Wilson's pronouncement at Baltimore 
.Saturday that Germany's challenge can 
be met only with force, was empha- 
sized here yesterday by the Earl of 
Reading; British ambassador and high 
-coramis,sioner, in an address 
before 


Lecturers, 
the National Conference of American 
"Only .by, force can Germany be met, 


and-with that force she will be met," 
declared Lord Reading. At 
another 


point he said; 
"America stepped into this war and 


with it a whole new plane of thought 
was raised. America has fought, ana 
will fight only for ideals of world .dem- 
ocracy. 
The ambassador was frequently ap- 


plauded by the 
audience, 
composed 
largely of speakers gathered here for 
a conference preliminary to launching 
a new patriotic speaking 
campaign. 
In addition to the Earl of Heading, ad- 
dresses were delivered by the Belgian 
:and Serbian ministers, and John Bar- 
rett, director of the pan-American 
union. 
Lord Heading: said his nation cast 


her lot with the allies, not because she 
was bound by treaties, but because she 
could not stand by and see the nmall- 
er nations suffer from Germany's ag- 
gression. 
"Is the sacrifice worth it?" he asked. 


"Yes. worth it again and again. It's 
worth it if we realize that we are 
fighting for liberty and justice. This 
war is a challenge of brutality to jus* 
tice. If the allies win- and they as- 
suredly will, light and justice will tri- 
umph. Lend all your aid and all your 
power to it." 


"While admitting the seriousness of 
the submarine menace, the ambassa- 
dor pointed out that Great Britain has 
transported millions of fighting men 
across the seas with a loss of only 
13,500 
of 
them, including , the 
G5U 


wounded men who have gone down 
with torpedoed hospital ships. 
The 


cargo ships have suffered heavily, he 
said, but England has been able to 
-move more than 130,000,000 
tons of 
commodities overseas despite the U- 
boats. 


Both Great Britain and America are 


working feverishly oa thc:r shipping" 
program, said the ambassador, 
not 


with any idea of taking1 preliminary 
steps toward a post-bellnm commer- 
cial rivalry, but to provide great fleets ; 
to take men, munitions and supplies i 
to France.

Prof. "Weed of our park board and 


instructor at the Normal school is 
most enthusiastic in the work which 
he has been called to perform as a 
director of the United States school 
garden army for the 
northeastern 


states. Under Secretary Lane of the 
department of the interior and Com- 
missioner Claxton of the U. S. bureau 
of education this work is assuming 
very large proportions. 


The plan of having all school gar- 


dens properly supervised by compe- 
tent teachers, will serve the • double 
purpose of producing good crops and 
teaching the pupils the best, method 
of raising the 
various 
vegetables. 


Thus the work will have a permanent 
educational value that will give us not 
only good gardeners, but good farmers 
in the future. 


This war may last another year or

meeting: held yesterday. 


MlsB Froser was assigned to speak 


"on "Women's Part in 
Winning the 


War," and the .best way to epitomize 
her achievement is to say that she 
covered her assignment. She 
gave 


the women of Lowell a 
lucid, non- 
bombastic resume of just what 
the 


women of England have done and are 
doing jo help win the war and her 
recital of events in England' seemed 
to come as a portention of what the 
women of America are just about to 
do and will carry out to more mature 
development as the struggle continues 
—taking the'places of men who have 
gone to the front. 


The speaker told of the part which 


women have played in various lines 
of war activities. She first took up 
their work as nurses and said that 
ihey had to "take care not only of the 
wounded and sick of 
the 
English 


army but also of the soldiers from 
Africa, Mesopotamia and the various

"One and a quarter milHon. women' 


have taken the places which have 
been left by men," said Miss Fraser. 
"and I am often asked what these 
women are-doing.. It, is easier for me 
to tell you. what they are not doing.1 
For instance, let us take the field of 
railroads. 
Women 
don't 
drive: en- 


gines, they don't stoke engines and 
they don't do guard duty. But put- 
side of these three exceptions they do 
everything that could possibly be. con- 
nected with railroad Work. 
: 


"If you get on a bus, it is a woman 


who takes your fare; if you are given 
a letter at your home in the morning, 
it is probably a woman who has de- 
livered it;' if you go to a bank, it is a 
woman who takes care of your 
ac- 


count. Women are even employed in 
country fire brigades." 
! 
Miss Fraser said that 
there were 


3000 women working in English ship- 
yards now and before the war there 
wasn't one. As a result 
there was 
built in the month of last March alone 
160,000 tons 
of merchant shipping. 


For the first two years of the War 
there was hardly a ton 
built. The 


Englishwoman has reached the stage 
where she is able to make an entire 
aeroplane alone. The government ex- 
pects to construct four times as many 
aeroplanes this year as 
were . con- 
structed in 1916 and owing to the fact 
that so many men have been called 
from this industry to the front, the 
increased production will fall almost 
entirely upon women. 
"Women's production has been so 


good," continued Miss Fraser, 
"that 


the government has been able to shut 
down a number of factories making 
certain lines of munitions. The gov- 
ernment says that this is due solely 
to the admirable production of 
the 


women." 
She told of the dangers involved in 


munition work 
? for girls, especially 
that allied with working on high ex- 
plosives—the skin of the worker turn- 
ing yellow and often times the worker 
herself becoming poisoned—and 
shu 


said that she has often asked young- 
women why they choose—for it is a 
choice—to work on munitions. Their 
answer invariably is: "Somebody's got 
to do it.'' 
"We've had a great many mothers." 


said Miss Fraser, "who . have stepped 
into the work which their sons have 
left to go to the front and they are 
making good." 
Tells of Welfare Work 


She then went into detail to tell of 
the welfare and recreational 
work 
that was being clone to make the task 
of the women workers as light as pos- 
sible and paid a high tribute to the 
Y.W.C.A. and the Y.M.C.A. as well as 
to government agencies and individ- 
uals for the excellent results which 
have been obtained. She sn-id that

But as a result of 
having women help him out he has 
been enabled to cultivate a million 
additional acres this year." 
Jliss Fraser told of the war rations 


iu England and 
how Englishwomen 


were living up to them 
without a 


whimper. She struck a timely chord 
in view of the present Liberty loan 
campaign in this country when she 
said that England had floated six war 
loans and the last one was a five bil- 
lion dollar one. She said that there 
are seven million people 
who 
have 


government war securities 
of somu 


kind. She told how hard it was at 
the beginning of the war to get the 
people to invest. 
"Did you ever know an English- 


man" she queried, "who would admit 
that he had money, or if he did admit 
it would admit that 
you had the 
slightest right to tell him what to do 
with it?" 
„„„ 
Continuing. Miss Fraser said: "Ihe 


whole problem of countries at war is 
to get labor and materials where they 
are needed. There isn't the country 
that exists that can have business 'as 
usual' and at the same time be fight- 
ing Germany. If you're going to fight 
Germany, nothing can be 'as usual. 
Our piano manufacturers are making 
aeroplanes, our jewelers are 
making 


telescopes, our silverplate workers are 
employed on fine munitions, our car- 
pet factories are making blankets our 
motor car factories are turning out 
ambulances. Having sent out our 
men to die for us, the least we can 
do is to do everything in our power 
to protect and comfort them and bring 
about victory." 
Effect On Children 


Miss Fraser said that many people 


wondered what the effect of women 
working would have on the children 
of the country as well as on the wom- 
en themselves. As for the children 
she said that tho birthrate 
at 
the 
present lime was slightly lower than 
it was before the war but not as low 
ns in other 
warring 
countries. 
To 


offset this, the infant death-rate has 
been brought down to 9 per 100. the 
lowest that it lias ever been in Eng- 
land. 
It is not true that the working in 


munition factories, etc., has "killed" 
the women of England, as so many 
people feared when the war broke out. 
Machines have been adapted for use 
by women in such way that Work is 
lighter than it was for men and a 
thorough system of health insurance 
has decreased the cost of taking caxe 
of sick women on the ratio of from 
live cents to one cent. This is due.

with Intense feeling, Elihu Root yes- 
terday told a group of prominent Phil 
adelphiana at a luncheon In, tho Belle. 
vue-Stratford, in the Interests of the 
National Security league that ho was 
tired ^f talking and hearing other peo- 
ple talk, that the time had come for 
the American people to "shut up" and 
make 
good, 
and 
that the 
victory 


•gainst the Germans' muat bo won on 
the field of battle, with the physical 
force of the nation's manhood backed 
and Inspired by the moral force of an 
undivided country. 


"We in America should point lo tho 


:hlngs done," Mr, Root continued, "and 
not talk about the things that we are 
going1 to do. The only justification for 
talking now is as a means of doing 
something more- effectively. 


"I felt when., we ilrst declared war 


that the great thing had been done. 
I felt when the draft of American man- 
hood became a law that the big thine 
had been accomplished. 
I thought 


when the first Liberty loan was sub- 
scribed that the die was cast and when 
the second loan was taken that the 
future was secure. 
But, nevertheless, 


in the course of our advance, we see 
the hills rising before us and the long 
and weary road we shall not win in 
the end except by continued struggle, 
effort and sacrifice. 


"I am much impressed by what the 


people here feel Germany has done In 
Russia. It has not impressed me. She 
did what I expected her to do, but it 
has struck people with the German's 
determination to overthrow liberty all 
over the world and with a new sense 
of Germany's false professions as to 
indemnities and the free determination 
of peoples. 


"While I was convinced long: ago 


what Germany meant and what her 
dominion would make certain—for I 
have been talking this way for years— 
the people of the country didn't really 
understand It or feel it. This should 
be a lesson to us. 


"There are two things that we should 


understand about the war. One is that 
the war is to be won by the exercise 
of moral qualities. In the great strug- 
gle between the principles of Christian 
civilization and the principles of pa- 
gan cruelty and brute force, that party 
Is to win that has to the last the high- 
er courage, the more Inflexible will and 
the greater capacity for sacrifice and 
self-devotion. 


"We have got to win this war on 


the battlefield by 
victory 
in 
arms 


against an enemy in arms, and it is 
the moral quality that will win. 


"The machinery at Washington does 


not ivork as the German military pow- 
er does and it cannot go on without 
the power of the people of the United

.ver producers and dealers to sell to the 
government at the $1 rate. The proba- 
ble result would be that the government 
would .absorb the country's entire out- 
put,'about 74,000,000 ounces, last year. 
Officials have stated that they would 
make arrangements to supply silver to 
jewelers and manufacturers requiring 
It. 


The bill would permit the secretary of 


the treasury to fix the selling price of 
the government's silver, but it is as- 
Burned this would be not less than • $1. 
India, China and Japan need silver most 
for coinage, and quantities also might 
be exported to South American coun- 
tries and

trade balances are against the United 
States. India's requirements would be 
negotiated through.

The treasury 
now holds 401,000,000

contracting1 circulation, however, Sena- 
tor Pitt man's bill would provide for is- 
suance of Federal Reserve bank rjotes, 
of which only Sll,(i70,000 are in circula- 
tion, in smaller denominations than the 
present $5, minimum. Federal Reserve 
bank notes would have a slightly dif- 
ferent basia, consisting of treasury cer- 
tificates of indebtedness or one year 
gold notes.

No silver dollars

since 1904. For half dollars, quarters 
and dimes, the government this year 
needs about 21,000,000 ounces of silver.

"Is the sacrifice worth it?" he asked.

2—The British government shall ex-

4—Appropriate action shall be taken

dinarily resident in Canada shall bo 
recognized as having hereditary effect. 


Sir Robert expressed the belief that

building,

be carried by the bucket brigade would 
not avail to check the flames as th 
fire giew higher and hottei as time 
passed.

barn, although they succeeded in sav 
ng the residence, which escaped witl 
a slight scorching.

SCHOOL GARDEN MOVEMENT 
Prof. Weed of our park board and 


instructor at the Normal school is 
most enthusiastic in the work which 
he has been called to perform as a 
director of the United States school 
garden 
army for 
the northeastern 


states. Under Secretary Lane of the 
department of the interior and Com- 
missioner Claxton of the U. S. bureau 
of education this work is assuming 
very large proportions. 


The plan of having all school gar- 


dens properly supervised by compe- 
tent teachers, will serve the 
double 


purpose of producing good crops and 
teaching the pupils the best method 
of 
raising 
the 
various vegetables. 


Thus the work will have a permanent 
educational value that will give us not 
only good gardeners, but good farmers 
in the future. 


This war may 'last another year or 


it may last three years longer, but 
whether its duration be long or short 
this school garden movement will not 
only increase the food supply but will 
lay the foundation for 
making this 


increase greater from year to year. 


Mr. Weed has called attention to the 


need of proper supervision for school 
garden work and to the advisability 
of paying: the volunteer supervisors 
such amounts as will fairly compen- 
sate them for their labor. This is a 
sensible suggestion as the supervisor 
will not only have to keep the children 
interested but to instruct them how to 
do the -work. The better the super- 
vision, the better the gardens, and the 
more the Children will learn about 
cultivation. The idea that school gar- 
dens will be worth while without prop- 
er supervision must 
be 
abandoned.

This was tho message which Miss 


Helen I-Yaser of the National War 
Savings committee, London, brought 
to the members 
of 
tho Middlesex 


AVomen's club and a number of guests* 
at 
the regular 
Monday 
afternoon 


meeting held yesterday. 


Miss Fraser was assigned to speak 


on "Women's Part in 
Winning 
the 


War," and tne beat way to epitomize 
her achievement is to say that she 
covered her assignment. She 
gave 


the women of Lowell a 
lucid, non- 


bombastic resume of just what 
the 


women of England have done and are 
doing to help win the war and her 
recital of events in England seemed 
to come as a portentlon of what the 
women of America are just about to 
do and will carry out to more mature 
development as the struggle continuea 
'—taking the places of men who have 


one to tho front. 
The speaker told of tho part which 


women have played in various lines 
of war activities. She first took up 
-their work as nurses and said that 
they had to take care not only of the 
wounded and aick of

amiy but also of the soldiers from 
Africa, Mesopotamia and the various

In point of view o£ numbers, how- 
ever, the work of women in medical 
and nursing activities has not been 
as Important as her work in other war 
spheres. 


Filling Men's Places 


"One and a quarter million women 


have taken the places which have 
been left by men," said Miss Fraser, 
"and I am often asked what thesu 
women are doing. It is easier for mt> 
to tell you what they are not doing. 
For instance, let us take the field of 
railroads. 
Women 
don't 
drive en- 


gines, they don't stoke engines ana 
they don't do guard duty. But out- 
side of these three exceptions they do 
everything that could possibly be con- 
nected with railroad work. 


"If you get on a bus, it is a woman 


who takes your fare; if you are given 
a letter at your.home in the morning, 
it Is probably a woman who has de- 
livered it; if you go to a bank, it is a 
woman who • takes care of your 
ac- 
count. Women are even employed in 
country fire brigades." 
Miss B'raser said that 
there 
were 


3000 women working In English ship- 
yards now and before the war there 
wasn't one. As a result 
there 
was 


built in the month of last March alone 
1(10,000 tons 
of merchant shipping. 


For the first two years of the war 
there was hardly a ton 
built. The 
Englishwoman has reached the stage 
where she is able to make an entire 
aeroplane alone. The government ex- 
pects to construct four times as many 
aeroplanes this year as 
were con- 


structed in 1916 and owing to the fact 
that so many men have been callea 
from this industry to the front, the 
increased production will fall almost 
entirely upon women. 
"Women's production has 
been so 


good," continued Miss Fraser, 
"that 


the government has been able to shut 
down a number of factories making 
certain lines of munitions. The gov- 
ernment says that this is due solely 
to the admirable production of 
the 


women." 
She told of the dangers involved in 


munition work for girls, especially 
that allied with working on high ex- 
plosives—the skin of the worker turn- 
ing yellow and often times the worker 
herself becoming poisoned—and 
she 


said that she has often asked young 
women why they choose—for it la a 
choice—to work on munitions. Their 
answer invariably is: "Somebody's got 
to do -It." 
"We've had a great many mothers," 
said Miss, Fraser, "who have stepped 
into the work which their sons have 
left to go to the front and they art) 
making good." 
Tells of Welfare Work 


She then went into detail to tell of 
the welfare and recreational 
work 
that was being done to make the task 
of the women workers as light as pos- 
sible and paid a high tribute to the 
Y.W.C.A. and the Y.M.C.A. as well as 
to government agencies and individ- 
uals for the excellent results which 
have been obtained. She said that

She told 
of their success on the farms and said 
that there were 258,000" 'women alto- 
gether who had been engaged in farm 
work at some time or other during 
the past year. "And you know," she 
continued, "the English fanner was 
the most conservative person under 
the sun in 1914. But as a result of 
having women help him out he has 
been enabled to cultivate a. million 
additional acres this year/' 


Miss Praser told' of the war rations 


in England and 
how Englishwomen 


were living up to them 
without a 


whimper. She struck a timely chord 
in view of the present Liberty loan 
campaign in this country when .she 
said that England had floated six war 
loans and the last one was a five bil- 
lion dollar one. She said that there 
are seven million people who have 
government war securities 
of 
some 


kind. She told how hard it was at 
the beginning of the war to get the 
people to invest. 


"Did 
you ever know an English- 


man," she queried, "who would admit 
that he had money, or if he did admit 
it, would admit that 
you had 
the 


slightest right to tell him what to do 
with it?" 
Continuing-, Miss Fraser said: 
The 


whole problem of countries at war is 
to get labor and materials where they 
are needed. There isn't the country 
that exists that can have business 'as 
usual' and at the same time be fight- 
ing Germany. If you're going to fight 
Germany, nothing can be 'as usual. 
Our piano manufacturers are making 
aeroplanes, our jewelers are 
making 


telescopes, our silverplate workers are 
employed on fine munitions, our car- 
pet factories are making blankets our 
motor car factories are turning out 
ambulances. 
Having- sent 
out 
our 


men to die for us, the least we can 
do is to do everything in our power 
to protect and comfort them and bring 
about victory-" 
Effect On Children 


Miss Fraser said that many people 


wondered what the effect of .women 
working would have on the children 
of the country as well as on the wom- 
en themselves. As for the children 
she said that the 
birthrate 
at 
the 
present time was slightly lower than 
it was before the war but not as low 
as in other warring 
countries. To 


offset this, the infant death-rate has 
been brought down to 9 per 100, the 
lowest that it has ever been in Eng- 
land. 
It is not true that the working in 


munition factories, etc., has "killed" 
the women of England, as so many 
people feared when the war broke out. 
Machines have been adapted for use 
by women in such way that work is 
lighter than it was for men and a 
thorough system of health insurance 
has decreased the cost of taking care 
of sick women on the ratio of from 
live cents to one cent. This is due, 
according to Miss Fraser, 
to 
good 
wages, good conditions and excellent 
and effective welfare work.
